“Germany has been piling up material. Until she was ready she was friendly with everybody. During the Balkan crisis none could have been more modest or unpretentious. She had a benevo- 
lent smile for France. She walked arm in arm with Great Britain through the chancellories of Europe. We really thought an era of peace and good will had come, At that moment she was forging 
and hiding away enormous war stores to attack her neighbors unawares and murder them in their sleep. 

“If that trickery is to succeed all the bases of international good will will crumble to dust. 
It depends more upon Great Britain than on anyone else to see that it fails. 

One of the pillars of good government is that evil doing shall be punished; that is equally true in the sphere of international government. \ 
brave men at the front would have achieved it long ago. We must strain every resource of the machinery of organization at our disposal so as to drive conviction into the heart of every nation over 
the whole world that those governments who deceive their neighbors to ruin do so at their peril.’ ,

Gave it as Their Opinion 


The (Meier murder trial came to a 
sudden and dramatic conclusion yes- 
terday afternoon, At 3.30 the proseou- 
tion rested their case, immediately 
following which the jury asked per- 
mission to retire, They returned a few 
moments later stating that they had 
hoped his lordship, Mr. Justice Walsh, 
would have come out with them for 
consultation, His lordship then direct- 
ed them that it was thelr privilege to 
bring in a verdic: of guiity or not 
Nn on the evidence adanced by 
the crown and it was for them to de- 
cide whether or not it was necessary 
fo continue the case for the defense: 
His duty he explained, was merely to 
decide what evidence should go hetore 
the jury, He was sure that the jury 
had tollowed the case closely and were 
in a thorough position to render a 
proper verdict, Following this ad- 
vice from his lordship the jury again 
retired and after being out only a 
couple of minutes, returned with an 
unanimous verdict of not guilty. . 

In rendering their verdict, the jury 
felt that from the weight of evidence 
Which had heen produced by the 
crown, and particularly from the me- 
dical testimoney, the deceased, Henry 
Neier, came to his death through 
usphyxia, as described in the medical 
testimony, but owing to the conflicting 
evidence given by the three brothers 
they were unable to find that the three 
uccused Were guilty of having hanged 
the father, In their opinion it might 
have been possibly a matter of suicide 
or accidental death. 

Refers to Boys’ Stor. 

Mollowing the verdict of the jury 
Mr, Justice Walsh referred to the po- 
sition of the three boys, who he said 
had been instrumental in concocting 
the story against their mother and two 
brothers. lie considered they were 
boys of inferior intelligence and it 
Would be tor the crown to decide what 
should be done with them, In this re- 
spect the jury had announced that 
they considered Jacob, the eidest son: 
was the greatest offender and that he 
had too much influence over the two 
younger boys. That being the case, 
when he would bring suchen charge 
against his mother and two brothers 
they thought him hardly a fit person 
to be at large in the community and 
recommended that the crown take 
steps to see that no further personal 
character injury was done by him, 

Physician Cross-cxsamined, 

The greater part of the session was 
taken up with a further cross-exam- 
ination of Dr. Hall by Mr. Charleson, 
in endeavoring to prove that the de- 
ceased might have come to has death 
from heart failure or from polsoning 
rather than from asphyxia. Many me- 
dical terms and expressions were in- 
terpreted but they always came back 
to the same point as asserted by Dr. 
Hall in his evidence of yesterday 
morning, that death was caused by 
asphyxia from external causes, 

Evidence of Mr. iA'nderwood, an 
architect, was also taken as to plans 
prepared by him of the situation ot 
the buildings on the farm where the 
supposed murder occurred. 

.dury Asks to Retire, 

At this point his lordship directed 
that the defense continue the case, 
when the jury asked ‘permission to 
retire, with the resuit that they came 
to the conclusion mat a continuation 
of the case was unnecessary, as they 
were unanimously of the opinion on 
the evidence adduced hy the crown, 
that the accused were not guilty. 

Following the decision. when fhe 
accused were pronounced free by his 
lordship, the*old mother only smiled 
slightly, Not understanding the Eng- 
lish language she could hardly grasp 
the significance of the pronojincement 
until her friends pressed arbund her 
in congratulations, The boys took the 
verdict quietly. but there was a mark- 
ed change from the strained and anx- 
ious expression of the last few days 
when the judge pronounced them in- 
nocent of the crime with which they 
were charged,

Morning Session, 

Nothing of a sensational character 
was brought out yesterday afternoon 
in the evidence in the Meier murder 
case which jis oecupying the attention 
of the supreme criminal court before“ 
Mr. Justice Walsh. The Younger boys 
of the family substantiated the story 
told at the preliminary investigation, 
In the afternoon, Jacoh, the youngest 
of the family, was in the stand. The 
object of the prosecution was to show 
that there had heen dissension in the 
family, 

Mrs. Honeychurch, who tives a 
couple of miles from the Meier fam- 
fly, was called and told of having 
been visited by Conrad and one of 
the other brothers on the day sup- 
posed to follow the death of the fath- 
er, and went with one of the brothers 
to assist in laying out the body. She 
said that when she arrived there the 
hody was cold and that in attempting 
to dress it she found that the head 
was very limp. In conversation with 
Mrs. Meier it was stated that the de- 
ceased had come to his death through 
the use of poison, which nad been 
kept for the purpose of curing diseas- 
ed sheep. On the following morning 
one of the accused had told her that 
he had found the bottle containing the 
Poison in the vest pocket of the de- 
ceased, This evidence was practically 
the same as given at the: preliminary 
trial. 

Medical ‘testimony was given by Dr. 
Otway, of Spruce Grove, who viewed 
the bady and madę an examination 
in connection with Dr. Hall and Dr, 
Braithwaite. 

An effort was made on the part of 
the defence to show that death was 
due to heart failure and that the de- 
ceased had died while sitting in a 
chair in the kitchen after having come 
in from feeding the stock. Dr, Ot- 
way maintained that while the body, 
when exhumed, was in some parti- 
culars in bad condition. it displayed 
every evidence that death had been 
baus®d by asphyxiation and that the

Mr. Charleson, on behalt of the 
prosecution. went into a long examin- 
ation of the technical possibilities of 
death by strangulation and otherwise, 
but Dr. Otway was not to he shaken 
in his testimony.

ing sown, the ground has to be, or is 
the better of being, Inoculated. That 
is earth from a field in which alfalfa 
or clover have been grown suecess- 
fully should be scattered over the 
field in which they are being sown, 
The theory is that certain microbes in 
the soil are necessary for the success- 
ful growth of the alfalfa plant Ax 
these exist in the soil where the al 


falfa has grown successfully, they can 
ben und should beg transferred to the 
soil in which tis proposed to be 


grown, by conveying some of the soil 
which contains them te the new fletd 
With the ndvanee of stock raising in 
the district the production of fodder 
hecomes a more and more important 
branch of farming.

The Liquor Act, which was framed by the Alberta Temperance and Moral Reform 
League, does not state how many Vendors may be appointed in the Province or in a com- 
munity. It makes absolutely no provision for safeguarding the Province against appoint 
ment of unscrupulous or dishonest Vendors. It does not say anything about the relative 
position that should exist between a Vendor's liquor emporium and a school or a church— 
they might be next-door to each other for all of the Liquor Act. It is so. indefinite and con- 
tradictory all the way through that any magistrate who might be'called upon to try a case 
under any of its clauses might convict under one clause and 8 another. There 
are many 3 where two or three interpretations of its . nee ible.
